MSC  Awarded  Grant 
For  Instructional  Aids 

A  grant  of  $13,198  has  been 
awarded  to  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  instruction  under  Title 
VI  of  the  Higher  Education  Act. 

The  announcement  of  the 
grant  was  made  by  telegrams 
from  Missouri  Senators  Stuart 
Symington  and  Edward  V. 
Long,  and  Rep.  William  R. 
HuU. 

A  large  part  of  the  grant  will 
be  used  to  furnish  a  social  sci¬ 
ence  and  a  psychology  labora¬ 
tory  and  to  set  up  an  anatomy 
and ,  kinesiology  laboratory. 
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Model  Rocketry,  Egg  Drop  i 
Highlight  Aero-Space  Study 


Members  of  the  Aero-Space 
workshop,  sponsored  by  the 
the  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  and  the 
Civil  Air  Patrol  in  conjunction 
with  NWMSC,  completed  their 
study  with  activities  in  model 
rocketry  and  egg  dropping. 

The  egg  drop  was  a  creative 
imagination  activity.  The  pur¬ 
pose  was  to  illustrate  in  ordi¬ 
nary  circumstances  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  how  to  soft  land  a  deli¬ 
cate  instrument  on  the  moon 
so  that  tlie  instrument  will  sur¬ 
vive.  In  the  workshop  here,  the 
delicate  instrument  was  a  raw 
egg  and  the  drop  was  from  the 
top  of  a  new  seven  story  dor¬ 
mitory. 

Each  member  of  the 
class  had  the  problem  of 
packaging  his  egg  in  a  one 
cubic  foot  box  so  well  that 
it  would  not  break  when  it 
hit  the  ground.  Possible 
packaging  materials  for 
such  an  experiment  are 
styrofoam,  sponge  rubber, 
jello,  paper  cartons,  pieces 
of  nylon,  and  suspended  oil 
baths. 

Robert  Bush,  Space  Science 
Consultant,  NASA  -  Goddard 
Space  Flight  Center,  Green- 
belt,  Md.,  and  an  instructor  for 
the  workshop,  reported  that  on¬ 
ly  four  of  the  seventeen  eggs 
dropped  were  broken.  He_ 
commented,  however,  that  this* 
was  an  unreal  situation  be¬ 
cause  of  the  soft  dirt  landing. 
A  concrete  landing  for  the  eggs 
would  have  made  a  more  real¬ 
istic  study. 

After  hearing  lectures  on  j 
model  rocketry  by  Mr.  Bush, 


the  class  experimented  in  this 
area  also.  Mr.  Bush  pointed 
out  that  model  rocketry  is  a 
safe  hobby,  recognized  by  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency,  NA¬ 
SA,  and  CAl'.  The  rocket  must 
have  a  commercial  engine, 
weigh  less  than  16  ounces,  and 
be  built  from  cardboard  and 
balsa  wood. 

Other  workshop  activities 
included  a  field  trip  to  St. 
Louis.  There  the  members 
toured  McDonnell  Aircraft 
and  observed  the  Gemini  11 
Spacecraft  being  prepared 
for  shipment  to  Cape  Ken¬ 
nedy.  They  also  toured 
McDonnell  Planetar¬ 
ium,,  St.  Louis  Airport,  and 
Ozark  Airlines. 

One  session  was  highlighted 
by  a  visit  from  a  spacemobde, 
a  one-ton  panel  truck  equipi'ed 
with  scale  models  of  space 
craft.  The  spacemobile,  an 
NASA  educational  program, 
shows  a  historical  overview  (d 
rocketry. 

There  were  also  numerous 
lectures  and  a  field  trip  to  the 
Maryville  airport.  In  Mary- 
vUle,  workshoppers  discussed 
aeronautics  and  had  an  orien¬ 
tation  flight  in  a  Cessna  172. 

Members  of  the  workshop 
were  primarily  elementary 
teachers  who  were  interes'ed 
in  astronomy  and  commui  ity 
resources  for  teaching*  asti'Jn- 
omy,  the  sky,  and  related  ac¬ 
tivities. 

Dr.  James  Gleason,  chnir- 
man  of  ti  e  Department  of  Fidu- 
cation,  was  the  director  and  co¬ 
ordinator  for  the  workshop.

Generally  speaking,  the  involved  several  members  of 
dropout  group  indicated  a  ,  his  research  team: 


“One  young  girl  was  liold- 
ing  up  our  whole  program  be¬ 
cause  she  was  the  last  to  be 
tested.  She  was  avoiding  our 
efforts  to  reach  her.  And  be¬ 
cause  she  had  taken  the  pre¬ 
test,  we  had  to  interview  her 
to  finish  our  study. 

“We  ti'ied  stake-outs  where 
she  lived,  but  to  no  avail.  Fi¬ 
nally,  a  researcher  went  to  the 
door  with  a  green  government 
check  protruding  from  Ills  shirt 
pocket.  Soon  after  he  had  ex¬ 
plained  to  the  householder  that 
the  check  would  become  in¬ 
valid  unless  he  found  the  girl 
that  day,  she  came  saunlering 
around  the  corner  of  tlie 
house,”  Dr.  Quinn  related. 

When  the  lest  was  finish¬ 
ed,  the  check  was  filled  in 
for  .?15  to  pacify  the  girl. 
Another  memorable  event 
for  Dr.  Quinn  was  his  friend- 
sliip  with  an  old,  toothless  In¬ 
dian  woman.  She  would  always 
ask  liim  to  read  letters  receiv¬ 
ed  from  her  son  who  was  in 
the  armed  services. 

“I  had  the  feeling  she  watch¬ 
ed  for  someone  who  was  liter¬ 
ate  to  come  to  her  village  and 
tlien  would  pounce  on  that  pep 
son  to  read  her  letter  to  tier. 
I  read  it,  myself,  several 
times.” 

Change  Still  Possible 
Dr.  Quinn  explained  that  al¬ 
though  attitudes  did  not 
change  significantly  by  the  end 
of  tlie  training  period,  he  main¬ 
tains  that  change  is  still  pos¬ 
sible  after  the  effects  on  those 
who  have  learned  new  skills 
are  more  settled.  A  follow-up 
smwey  will  be  conducted  by 
otlier  USD  researchers  to  see 
if  this  change  docs  occur. 

Dr.  Quinn,  an  NWMSC  grad¬ 
uate.  added,  “If  change  is  dc- 
sii^d,  then  direct  overt  efforts 
and  appropriate  services 
should  be  provided  in  futuro 
programs.” 

In  the  beginning,  the  .Job 
Corps  program  and  other  re¬ 
training  programs  did  not  pro¬ 
vide  such  services,  but  more 
recently,  those  directing  these 
activities  have  found  programs 
including  altitude  adjustment 
are  most  helpful.
